Town Improvement. 


The north end of town hascertainh 


added mauy improvements this year 
Beginning on Lincoln Avenue excel 
lent walks have been constructed 
These walks consist of ajfoundation o! 
cinder with acoveriug of Mount Holly 
gravel, the whole thus beiug au ex- 
cellent foundation for either concrete 
or brick pavements when building 
are erected. These walks are six teel 
in width, and beginning at the Ham- 
mond property extend west and north 
to Broadway, a distance of 6±i feet. 


The walks then continue on both 


sides of Broadway from Muminas- 
burg street to Carlisle street, a dis- 
tance of loOO feet, also extend on 
Washington street from Lincoln to 
Broadway, a distance of 372 feet on 
each .side of the street, and on Carli«k 
street 1-50 feet, thus making in all 
about 41(10 feet or little more than tliret 
fourths of a mile. 


On Broadway the sidewalks by a
